HISTORICAL ANDOVER, 


No. 108. 


On the Parish Line. 


Research in other lines has brought. 
much of interest in two separate fam1- 
lies of Wilson, who early enter the 
records of Andover. The Townsman 
has already published the tale of the 
1696 Indian massacre, when Andrew 
Peters and John Hoyt were killed near 
Blanchard’s garrison. The widow, Mar- 
garet (Russe) Peters, married James 
Wilson of Lexington, and moved to 
Killingly, Conn. From the same man- 
uscript we get a good deal that 1s 
perhaps hard to sort, but gives us facts 
not otherwise on record. The father 
of the above James appears to be a 
John Wilson, apparently settled early 
in Woburn, and was, by the old lady’s 
story, a Scotchman of the Civil Wars, 


with his: wife, Hannah James, and at 
least one infant in arms, with goods, 
etc, to settle in New England. This 
wife was brought up in luxury and 
neither of them had, been obliged to 
support themselves “at home. The 


Boston, and nothing was saved, but the 
baby and its bag of clothes, for the 
So he delivered loaves for the baker 
“many tears” over a wash tub. But 
they pluckily worked till he had saved 
enough to steck a farm in Woburn, 
where they lived most likely, near 
Lexington and old Billerica bounds, at 
a place called Cambridge Farms, now 
Lexington. 2James married first Debora 
Pearce, and ®Debora Wilson, of Lexing- 
ton, married Hezekiah Russe, of And- 
over, in 1710. Probably Mehitabel, 
wife of John Holt in 1712, was another, 
and Elizabeth, wife of Nathaniel Love- 
joy, a widow, said to be of Hampton, 
was of the same group. Hampton Col- 
ony, Ct. is evidently the place meant. 
Her daughter, Hannah, was baptized 
here in North Church after she came, 
and an elder daughter, Elizabeth Wil- 
son, a!so enters the Lovejoy family. 

In 1633, Willhlam, Edward, and 
Thomas Wilson, sons of William and 
Alice of Dunnington, Lincolnshire, 
came over. Edward went to Saletn, 
Thomas was a miller of Roxbury, while 
William, the joiner, with wife, Patience, 
had a plantation in Braintree. He was 
deputy marshal and keeper of the 
prison in 1642, and after his death, in 
1646, the General Court had some dif- 
ficulty in persuading Patience to move 
from her comfortable quarters in the 
jail building. Shoreborn aged 11, Mary 
aged 9, John aged 7, and our Joseph, 
of Andover, born in Braintree Nov. 13, 
1642 or 3, were the heirs of an estate 
left by widow Patience. She placed 
Joseph with Thomas Faxon, of Brain- 
tree, but he did not treat Joseph just 
right and another master was secured 
for him. Francis Elliott, brother of 
the “apostle” to Indians, a teacher of 
Braintree, had charge of the estate till 
Joseph was of age, in 1663. I can 
only guess that both Shoreborn and 
Joseph went to Ipswich to learn the 
cooper’s trade, for there we find Shore- 
born, in 1657, marrying *Abigail Os- 
good, daughter of Christopher, and he 
lived there till his death in 1704. Jo- 
seph probably came to Andover with 
Thomas Rowell, who married Chris- 
topher Osgood’s widow. Her daughter, 
Debora, came also with~ young John 
Russe, sons, Christopher and Thomas, 
and daughter, Mary Osgood, who had 
just married Joseph Loyejoy, also came. 
Shoreborn owned some land here, per- 
haps with brother Joseph, in 1673, the 
year “ Oburn bighway,” now Highland 
Road, was run across, and so it was 
over between Downing’s and the At- 
kins corner somewhere. Joseph Wil- 
son, wherever he was all the long years, 
married ?Mary Lovejoy, niece of his 
brother’s wife, Abigail Osgood, when 
he was 27. He had grants near Love- 
joy on the site still held by family when 
the farm was sold last year. The line 
was run through between the parishes, 
1709, so most of. his land fell in North 
precinct.

Wilsons. %John Wilson, also a cooper, 
probably built the present homestead, 
or one on its site, after the purchase 
from Hooker Osgood of forty acres and 
buildings. The oldest road led past 
the house towards Frye Village, while 
it extended to Lovejoy’s and Andrew 
Foster’s and beyond to Sam and John 
Frye’s at the Atkins corner. The 
great road from Haverhill came across 
to the South meeting house and thus 
the house stood on the main line of 
travel for long years and was perhaps 
one of the many inns in this vicinity at 
some time. Capt. James Stevens lived 
over in the field near and when Mercy 
Wright and John Wilson were called 
to give up their little ones in 1738 the 
Stevens children were swept off with 
them. ~ This section of the town suf- 
fered most, just as it did in the witch 
trials of 1692. Mercy Wright, from 
the dreadful scourge of diphtheria in 
1738, lost of her fourteen all save four. 
Some natural condition of soil or drains 
probably favored this result, as the 
Wilsons were again visited ten years 
later. The eldest, ‘Mary, had gone to 
Harvard with Simon Derby. Sarah 
escaped infection and was head of line 
of Jonathan Frye. I could not trace 
Mehitabel, and so only John, junior, 
age 18, was spared beside Joseph at 17. 
Phebe at 18, Hannah at 13, Asa at 10, 
Elizabeth at 8, Mary at 7, Joshua at 4, 
Lydia at 2, were all choked off and 
swept into the other world between 
Nov. 10 and 17 in 1738. A second 
Lydia died 1747 with the 5 year old 
Joseph in a week. The shadow of 
these twelve youthful Wilsons must 
long have hung about the old school- 
house, if they still kept on there. 4John 
married Hannah Frye and all came to 
him of Frye legacies besides his own 
heirlooms. Perhaps the present farm- 
house was built about this date, and 
the other old house described in the 
1900 inventory was the home of the ill- 
fated children. Merey Wright was 
born to ill luck. Her mother was 
Mercy Wardwell, daughter of Samuel 
Wardwell and Sara (Hooper) Hawkes, 
of the Withcraft Records, 

But bright days came with Hannah 
Frye. One babe and a son, Joseph, 
went at 21. But we gather little of 
the long years, as these Wilsons stuck 
to business and held little, if any, rank 
in political or military service very 
early. The will of John is not on file, 
but the inventory gives « father’s 
britches,” mothers’ caps and mutts all 
mixed up in a jumble, and it is easy to 
see how everything was tumbled out of 
the presses all in a heap for Asa Foster 
and Henry Ingalls to inspect. I reckon 
Henry Ingalls knew more about his 
neighbors’ wardrobes and kitchen cup- 
boards than any man in Andover. No 
silver here yet, but plenty of pewter, 
a sugar box, a coffee pot, a walking 
staff, six wooden plates, six old books 
among the odd items are of interest. 
The real estate was not valued, as by 
deed the son Joshua held it all. Part 
of the girls’ dowry money had been 
paid. It took shrewd management 
some years to do all required of the 
home steader, but these Wilsons were 
always prompt and no quarrels or dis- 
content are in sight. All the way to 
1806 receipts came in to tell us where 
they all lived. Dorcas, with a rather 
sad experience, staid single and lived 
at home, getting her legacy at 42, eight 
years before death. Her sister, Eliz- 
abeth, married Sam Wright, lost him 
same year, and with one daughter and 
her brother, Simeon, evidently a bach- 
elor, the three made a home together, 
perhaps on the oldest homestead. 
Simeon got a grant of land in Bridge- 
ton, Me., settled by many Andover 
mer and possibly went there. James, 
John and Abiel also got lots there. 
Abiel chose to go to Wilton, N. IL, 
where his sister, Mary, married Oliver 
Fletcher, James moving to Beverly. 
Samuel Carleton, with Sarah, lived up 
in Greenfield, N. H., another Andover 
town. John Barker and Hannah went 
to Fryeburg, Me., with the Fryes and 
Farringtons. Stillings of the Townsman 
being a descendant. Mary, wife of Sol- 
omon Ingalls, and Chloe, wife of Peter 
Farnum, staid here. Capt. John, fol- 
lowed the sea, and married Lucy Foster, 
daughter of Capt. Asa of Canterbury, 
at 36. They were both gone in 1799, 
and wherever they lived it was a finely 
furnished place and all came to the 
brothers and sisters. Maybe the family 
was lost at sea.

‘Joshua married Dorothy, daughter 
of Abiel Stevens, and had ten sons and 
only one daughter. ‘Abiel, Joseph and 
John probably all served in Revolution, 
but the record is not yet looked up. These 
boys all learned trades. Jeremy and 
Joseph went to Charlestown, Jonathan 
to Salem, Enoch and Joshua married 
Andover girls, dying early, and leaving 
widows and no child. James and Sam- 
uel, I could not trace. John and Fred- 
erick died in youth. Dolly Wilson 
married Ezra Ingalls, while David went 
to Wilton, N. .H., to live with his 
Uncle <Abiel. He married Elizabeth 

Barker and died in Set His daughter, 

‘Anstice, married Anios* Abbott, fhission- 
ary to India, 1834. We all recall «¢ Ah- 
mednugger,” of P. A., (his son, Amos), 
and his sisters, Annie and Chloe, who 
were our -mates at old Punchard in the 
days when outsiders could come here 
and board and get into Punchard free. 
A Grand Rapids deseendant of Abiel, 
of Wilton, turns to old’ Andover with 
interest. ‘Joshua died up in Wilton on 
a visit to the aged brother Abiel. His 
son, ®Isaac, got the homestead, marry- 
ing Hannah Peters, a neighbor from the 
start. Here they enjoyed the respect 
due the old line, and many recall these 
two as he died 1870, she in 1879. They 
rest beside the three who went single 
through life, Henry, Hannah Frye Wil- 
son, and the venerable Abiel. About 
the time of his father’s death, Abiel 
broke down for awhile and was under 
guardianship of Nath’l Peters and Mary 
Foster. The large estate increased un- 
der their care, and when he recovered 
it continued to grow, and when he left 
it Mrs. Susan, wife of Wm. T. Green, of 
Boston, received a very large estate in- 
deed. 

I never heard anybody speak a word 
against Abiel Wilson. I recall in chilc- 
hood the difficulty we had in keeping 
our boys off his place to do home 


chores, for the attraction was very 
strong. He was a friend to boys 
When those ungrateful boys robbed 


him one night, he said «I would have 
gladly lent them money if I -had known 
they were in need.” The baseness of 
these lads seemed to stand out some- 
how against the kindliness of this old 
neighbor. I wish he had thought to 
put. something by for the Andover 
youth to recall his memory. But we 
will always remember the Wilson berry 
pastures over which we had free way, 
and the old pig on the barn weather 
pole that gave us our bearings in the 
thickest scrub. The Haverhill line is 
better represented here today, ®Joseph, 
‘James, ‘Capt. Jesse, whose tribe hold 
reunions, (Why not here sometime ? ) 
6Nath’l, 7Nath’l of Orono, Me., and 
Lucy Colburn send us Rev. Frederick 
Wilson and his little band of the ninth 
generation. 5William came across the 
river and lived for 40 years, to 1799, 
and may have some here now some- 
where. Dea. Moses Clement married 
5Phebe Wilson, Amos Clement, of 
Plaistow, N. H., took Betsey Wilson, of 
Haverhill, daughter of ‘Jesse, his 
cousin. Their son, Ben Franklin Clem- 
ent, was of Andover, a carpenter, and 
grandfather of our present line. When 
the electrics link us again with the old 
North, let us give a kindly thought as 
we dash along to the busy brains and 
hands that kept the fair acres green 
for us to ramble over, these bygone 
children of the old grammar school on 
the line, in 1703, under Dudley Brad- 
street. When the books are opened, 
then only shall we discover how much 
courage went into those solitary years 
when the end of his line dwelt alone 
with the ancestors. C. H. A.

Essex Fair. 


Among all the institutions of the 
county of Essex, the most historic 
county, and that which has had most 
o do with the upbuilding of the pros- 
perity of the-state, there is none so 
thriving and which bears so little the 
marks of age as the Essex Agricultural 
society. 

Founded in 1817-18 by :he efforcs of 
Col. Timothy Pickering and others, i: 
has kept Essex county in the van of 
agricultural counties, when western 
competition threatened to entirely 
eclipse the agriculture of the state, ani 
has maintained its interest in the wel- 
fare of the farmer during a period of 
agricultural depression that was 4l- 
most fatal to farms and farming inter- 
ests, ' 

The new conditions of the twentieta 
century find the Essex Agriculturaal 
Society thriving, lively, an. influence 
for good, the head and front of the ag- 
icultural interests receiving new lite 
through the cessation of destructive 
commatition and through the realization 
of opportunities: afforded by the spe- 
cializatiop..of crops and the nearness Of 
great markets of hundreds of thous- 


.ands of-people who must be fed daily. 


The history Of the society is-one to 
which. every son of Essex may point 
with pride. Founded in 1817-18, it 
has held an annual exhibition and fair 
almost since its inception, During th? 
early years there were annual gatne:- 
ings for the discussion of agricuitural 
topics and the display of fine products 
of the soil. These gatherings culmi- 
nated in the first fair according to the 
present understanding of the term in 
Lyrin in 1848. Since then the fair has 
had an interesting and always laud- 
able history. 

The first fair was graced by the 
famous personality of Daniel Webster, 
and proved so great a success that it 
was extended in subsequent years. to 
cover two days. Almost from the firét 
there was a movement for a permanenr 
air grounds, but the movement was 
negatived for years by the interests of 
a widely separated series of communt- 
ties, each interested in the welfare of 
the society and desirous of receiving 
it on its annual visits. 

Finally came the necessity that if tne 
fair was to be continued it should have 
a permanent habitation and abiding 
place, and the present -commodious 
grounds were secured, convenient to 
every section of the county, through 
many lines of electrics and steam 
transportation, a large level, high plat- 
eau on which the various functions of 
the cattle show are carried on with a 
convenience and with a pleasure to tne 
attendance which is equalled by few 
air grounds in the county. 

A review of some of the undertak- 
ings that have been carried on by the 
society for the improvement of agri- 
culture in Essex county may be perti- 
nent at this point. The resume is given 
in the seventy-fist annual address be- 
fore the society by Hon. Robert 8. 
Rantoul of Salem an address which is 
a model of its kind and one of the best 
examples of Mr. Rantoul‘s lucid ani 
interesting historical style. 

Mr. Rantoul says: It would be a story 
of experiments costly of time and 
means in many of ‘the vital problems 
of the present hour, in the promotion 
and encouragement of tree culture, for 
example. Premiums offered year after 
year for seedling forest trees in half- 
acre an? acre lots, raised mainly for 
the shipyards, but also for fuel and 
bark. Bounties on sumach in the inter- 
ests of tanneries, bounties on larch, a 
new thing then, in shipbuilding; on 
hackmetack, on whitewash on the oaks 
for the use of shipwrights. Bounties 
on hickorv for the coopers, not neglect- 
ing bounties on the locust and, white 
mulberry and sugar maple. It would be 
a story of large funds raised by pri- 
vate gift in order that the state boun- 
tv just offered in the conditional act 
of 1819 might be secure? to brave old 
Fssex. The story of the trial of Al- 
dernev stock as early as 1626, fifteen 
years’ effort to force silk culture. A 
story of a vigorous attempt to intro- 
duce “live fences” as the records then 
called hedges, of first turning atten- 
tion from 1835 to 1840 to horse plough- 
ing, to nurseries, to kitchen garden- 
ing, of great attention paid to drainage 
and of equal attention paid to irriga- 
tion. 

The exact history. of the society is of 
interest to every citizen in Essex coun- 
ty. It was organized in Topsfield, in 
1818, with Col. Timothy Pickering as 
president and it is related that the 
great Cincinnatus at the age of seven 
ty-five years, after a life of constant 
change and adventure, held the han- 
dles of a plow at one of the society’s 
annual plowing matches. 

The first annual gatherings of the 
society partook of the character of a 
market day for the members and farm- 
ers and the work of the society of 
stimulating agriculture by bounties 
and awards was then, as it always has 
been, carefully planned for the best in- 
terests of the whole agricultural class. 

From the first stated fair at Lynn 
above mentioned, two days’ fairs were 
held in various portions of the county, 
giving each place selected two years, 
until 1895 when the Peabody grounds 
were secured. 

The vast improvement of the fairs 
as held at Peabody over those which 
were held in various portions of the 
county and to which no admission was 
charged will be conceded. The old 
method of a series of semi-filled pens 
ow lax interest in one exhibition, of 
fairly goo? interest in another, and of 
a gradual decrease in the quality and 
number of the exhibits has given way 
to a progressive and business-like 
management by which for a nominal 
sum a complete and satisfactory ex- 
hibition may be witnessed under cir- 
cumstances which are a practical guar- 
antee against many of the discomforts 
of the old outdoor shows, 

The change from a free aimission 
has increased the standing of the falr 
with the people generally and immense- 
ly with the exhibitors. Classes which 
formerly had but a meagre representa- 
tion are filled annually with fine ex- 
amples of blooded stock ani fowls. The 
hall exhibitions are larger, better, 
more complete, more satisfactory than 
ever before and the society is enable 
to provide musical and other attrac- 
tions that would be impossible under 
the old plan. 

Rut the real entertainment, the ¢n- 
tertainment that comes closest to the 
people’s hearts, is the fair groun’s 
where the pens and Stall: teem with the 
best that Essex county soil can ral8e. 
there are Essex county manufactures, 
there are Essex countymanufac tures, 
and there is good humor,a jovial spirit 
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of reunion, without disorder, without | 
any feature that will tend to detract ! 
from the enjoyment of anyone, 

In keeping with the constantly pro- 
gressing spirit of the society, the of- 
cers have not churlishly closed the 
gates to any form of innocent amuse- 
ment that may seem germane to tne 
day ,The- entertainment provided for 
the coming show in Peabody September 
17, 18 and 19 will illustrate every form 
of irreproachable out door amusement 
of the twentieth: century. The balloon 
man will ascend and the balloon man 
will come down in his cunningly con- 
trived parachute. There will be track 
sports which have all the excitement of 
active participation of blooded animals 
in eager rivalry, with none of the mere- 
tricious features to which such rivalry 
is often made to contribute. 

There will be dozens of the quaint 
geniuses who ply their trade on fair 
grounds with various devices to amuse, 
instruct and entertain those wha de- 
light in the exhibitions of various hu- 
manity, and to whom the glib tongue 
and the cunning ways of the fakir are 
a perpetual amusement. : 
There will be a refinei vaudeville 
show; with, continuous. performal 
of acts of agility and dexterity suitabd 
to..such,outdoor, entertainments : 
There will be the anfhual trades pro- 
cession starting from the Common in

Later tidings chronicled the fact that 
his wounds were not necessarily fatal, 
lightening somewhat the general gloom, 
and since the terrible day a week ago, 
the bulletins coming from the sick room 
in the Milburn house, Buffalo, - have 
been daily more and more encouraging 
until this morning, when again the gray- 
est fears for his ultimate recovery began 
to be expressed by the doctors. 

President McKinley’s strength, which 
had enabled him to withstand success- 
fully the shock of the operation and ex- 
citement, seems to have left him, and

rooms are fairly overflowing with young 
life. The relief for this condition grows 
more diflicult each succeeding year, and 
there is no doubt but that additional 
room must be provided at an early day 
if the work for the smaller children is 
to be done satisfactorily. 

There seems to be no longer any 
doubt about the importance of the kin- 
dergarten as part of the complete pub- 
lic school system. The expense of its 
conduct is well justified by the results 
secured. 

When the John Dove school was re- 
modelled, no provision was made for 
the kindergarten, and one room was 
considered suflicient for the first grade 
or primary pupils. Today there are 
over fifty children between the ages of 
four and five, and over seventy between 
five and six, all to be cared for in two 
rooms, 

It is easy to be seen that the most 
satisfactory work Cannot be done under 
such crowded conditions as these, and 
that the town will have an obligation 
to discharge in relieving the congestion 
very soon. 


Macadam on Main Street. 


There is a very interesting compe- 
tition being carried on in the rebuild. 
ing of the surface of Main street. On 
the east side a contractor is building 
according to the plan of Engineer 
Smith; on the west side Supt. Lovejoy 
is building according to his own ideas. 
The outside contractor is building with 
material supposed to be the best the 
state contains ; Mr. Lovejoy is building 
with native .stone prepared in the 
towu’s pit. Two very different appear- 
ing roads are sure to result froin this 
divided construction, but no other re- 
sult seems possible in the light of the 
fact that town money pays for one side, 
private money for the other. It would 
be a most excellent plan if the Salem 
rock could be purchased for the last 
coating of Supt. Lovejoy’s section, but 
that is - doubtful,’ because the town 
crusher is turning out more dust than 
can be profitably used in the process of 
getting larger stone. 

But there seems likely to be another 
wide difference between the two roads, 
due to the two plans of construction 
being followed. The street railway 
job is being laid very flat, carrying 
almost no crown whatever, and show- 
ing an apparently even grade from car 
track to gutter. The town job shows a 
very decided crown, and we are foolish 
enough to venture to approve its ap 
pearance oyer its competitor, for that 
reason. 

It will certainly be a very interesting 
object lesson, both as to merit of mate- 
rial and the value of a crown in the 
grade, to watch the next> two years’ 
wear of this new Main street. 


The Town Water Supply. 


The report regarding the town water 
supply, which we publish in) another 
column, will furnish food for a great 
deal of careful consideration for every 
citizen who has the town’s best inter 
ests at heart. 

It is not pleasant reading to those of 
us who have been so proud of this very 
important part of the town’s con- 
veniences, to be told that there are 
many defects in our supposedly perfect 
water supply, and it will be an expen- 
sive awakening as well, if it shall call 
for all the things which the state board 
suggests. It certainly means that a care- 
ful study of Haggetts pond must be 
fanade, and positive action taken at an 
early day in some or all of the ways 
advised. «An early day’ may mean 
next year or ten years hence, but it 
will surely come. °

Brief Resumé of the Situation, with Re- \ 
port of the State Board of Health. 


No Taste Nor Smell Now. 


The Board of Public Works has just | 
received a report from the State Board

‘There 
had been no complaints received at the 
up to that time.

“in the reservoil” wasattrawtr off ‘arid the 
pipe lines were all flushed out, at a cost 
of about $400. The trouble at that time 
was caused by a fresh water sponge 
(spongilla iluyiatalis) which was breed- 
ing in the reservoir. This cleaning of 
the reservoir and pipes corrected the 
difliculty for about a week. 

After this came some heavy rains 
which swelled the pond and caused a 
good deal of decayed vegetable matter to 
enter, and altho’ a sample of the water 
taken on July 15th showed no odor when 
examined by the State Board of Health, 
a disagreeable taste was noticed, so that 
the Board of Public Works decided to 
put in a small filter in order to purify 
the water from Bailey’s brook. This did 
not correct the difficulty. 


On Aug. 13th, the Board of Public 
Works wrote to the State Board of 


Health, as follows: 
‘State Board of Health, 
State House, 
Gentlemen:—The water from Hag- 
getts pond has a disagreeable taste 
and odor. It is so bad as to be of- 
fensive to many of our consumers. 
Will you please inform us as to the 
cause and possible remedies? ’ 
The following is the reply just re- 
ceived by the local board from the state 
board: 


Boston. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Office of the State Board of Health, 
State House, Boston, Sept. 5, 1901. 


To John H. Flint, Chairman, Board of 
Public Works, Andover, Mass. . 


Dear Sir: —The State Board of 
Health received from you on August 
16 a communication stating that the 
water of Haggetts Pond had a dis- 
agreeable taste and odor and was of- 
fensive to consumers, and requesting 
information as to the cause of the 
trouble and possible remedies there- 
for. 

In response to the application, the 
Board has caused the pond and its 
surroundings to be examined by one 
of its engineers and chemical and 
microscopical examinations to be 
made of the water both at the source 
and as supplied to consumers. The 
results of the examinations show 
that the offensive taste and odor of 
the water of Haggetts Pond at the 
time the complaint was made was 
very probably due to the presence 
of large numbers of the organism 
Synura, which has been known to 
cause very disagreeable tastes and ; 
odors in other water supplies. The | 
cause cf the presence and growth 
of such organisms in surface waters 
is not definitely known, but their 
numbers are apparently dependent 
largely on the supply of organic mat- 
ter contained either in the bottom 
of the pond or in the water which 
enters it. Pollution finding its way 
into Haggetts Pond from the uses 
made of its shores would tend to in- 
crease the growth of such organisms. 

The Board knows of no practicable 
way of improving the pond or its | 
watershed to such a degree that it | 
would be likely that the presence of 
such organisms could be prevented 
or their numbers materially reduced. 
These organisms, while making the 
water very disagreeable, are not 
known to cause sickness, but the 
sources of pollution around the pond, 
particularly in summer when picnic 
parties and temporary residents are 
upon its shores, render the water 
unsafe for domestic use. ‘l’o insure 
safety, it would be necessary for the 
town to take police control of the 
shores’ and prevent the entrance of 
sewage into the pond, either from 
the resorts of sojourners or the per- 
manent residences. 

When plans for water works for 
the town of Andover were first under 
consideration, application was made 
to this Board for its advice regarding 
the use of water from this pond. To 
this application the Board replied, 
as follows: 

“The Board, having examined 
the territory to which the town is 
limited by chapter 437 of the Acts 
of 1887 for such source, finds the 
water of Haggetts Pond to be of 
good quality and abundant in quan- 
tity. The appearance of vegetable 
growths near the inlets of the dark- 
colored brooks which flow into the 
pond, and the finding of objection- 
able microscopic organisms in the 
water at a considerable distance 
from the shore, indicate tothe Board 
that seasons are likely to occur when 
the water will have a disagreeable 
taste and odor. To guard against 
this probable objection, the Board 
would advise the town to make the 
necessary borings and examinations 
to ascertain if a large bed of sand 
or gravel cannot be found on the 
southerly or easterly side of the 
pond below the level of the water, 
from which water may be pumped 
in sufficient quantity to supply the 
town, after it has filtered about one 
hundred feet from the pond. This 
arrangement would insure an excel- 
lent supply of water for the town, if 
the further precaution be taken of 
having the water which is stored 
kept from the light.” 

It does not appear that the inves- 
tigations suggested by the 
were ever undertaken. 

In view of the bad taste of the 
water at times and the danger now 
existing that the pollution by sew age 
to which the water of the pond is | 
exposed may cause serious injury to 
the health of the inhabitants of the 
town, the Board would advice that 
investigations be made, as suggested 
in the communication quoted above,

to determine the feasibility of ob- 
taining a sufticient supply of good 
water from some suitable place in 
the neighborhood of the pond in or- 


der. that the use of water taken 
directly from the pond may be 
avoided. 


If a satisfactory supply of 
water cannot be obtained from the 
ground, it may be feasible to purify 
the water of the pond and remove 
the taste and odor by filtration, 
Should you decide to make tests 
with a view of obtaining a ground 
water supply, the Board will make 
such examinations of samples of 
water as may be necessary, and will, 
upon application, give you further 
advice when you have the results ot 
investigations to present.

been no difficulty experienced with the 
water supply.” 

In reply to a question as to whether 
the trouble had ever occurred before, 
Mr. Smith said that there had been some 
trouble from the fresh water sponge 
almost every year, and then only for a 
short time, but never before from the 
synura. This latter may come next 
year or if.may not be bothersome for a 
good mally years, perhaps never, 

The board has taken no action as yet 
upon the report of the state board, and 
whether any radical action will be taken 
or not is doubtful. «

His Honor safd that the deiails 
could be arranged after the -commis- 
sioners had been convinced of the ne&d 
of the addition. He said he felt that 
there could be no doubt that the com- 
missioners must realize that Lawrence

Touching on the point brought up by

After a brief outline of the case had 
been made in the testimony of Mr, 
Wood and Mr. Pearl, Judze Sherman 


asked the counsel if there was Not 
some way the case could be settled 
without further law procee ings. H's

would suffer as a result of the suit, 
since it appeared that the defendant 
had acted in a perfectly proper man- 
ner uncer the circumstances, while tt 
was clear that the plaintiff has every 
reason to feel that he is unjustly ce- 
prived of privileges he had enjoyel so 
many ears. “There is nothing so bad 
as a church fight,’ -said Judge Sher. 
man,’ and I want to do all I can to 
Smooth this matter cver. Let me make 
a suggestion. I fee! that the bost 
thing to do in this case is to continue 
it and have Mr. Wood petition the s)- 
ciety to have the record corrected and 


I don’t 
think the petition will be refus>d. As 
it happens I know the plaintiff, Mr, 


Wood, and his sister. They are nice 
people and are only seeking vindica- 
tion. They do not want damages so 
much as the right to the same privl- 
leges in their parish as their neigh- 
bors.’" The controve sy has, cf course 
aroused some feeling in the town an! 
if it is not soon ended I fear that the 
results will be disastrous. Therefuvre 
let these people get together and settle 
the matter. They can do it among 
themselves better than I or any other 
judge can. It is quite likely that Mr. 
Wood is just as much a member of that 
parish as many others whose names 
appear on the recori. But his name 
does not appear and Mr. Pearl, the de- 
fendant, in his capacity as c’erk and 
acting moderator at the time Mr, 
Wood's vote was challenged had ny 
other course open to him than to de- 
clare that the plaintiff was not entitled 
to vote. Can’t the people concerned 
show Christian forbeavance and smooth 
this over. The court is no place to 
settle a dispute of this kind. I am 
certain that if Mr. Wood asks to have 
his name placed on the record it will 
be done and he will then have the priv!- 
leges he seeks,”

Churches of Lawrence and Vicinity Hold 
Services of Praye . 


To give expresSion to sentiments cof 
deep sorrow. —' over the unfor- 
tunate and ceplorable attempt upon 
he life of the head of the nation, union 
services were held Sunday night in 
Trinity church. Tce idea originated with 
tne pastor, hev. bk. hh. Page, and tne 
esponse to his inviiation was ready 
and gratifying. 

Ciuzens of Lawrence gathered with- 
ut regard to party or race or creed, 
o pray for the recovery of Presiient 
Jenintey and for tne we.fare of tne 
ountry. The pastors from dilrerent 
nurches were present on the rostrum, 
‘vil War veterans occupied seats in 
he front of the church, and tne re- 
mainder of the body of the. edifice 
was filled with citzens of different de- 
ominations, 

The occasion was one upon which 
reed, race, and party were for an hour 
et aside and those Wh0céamé,’came-as: 
‘hristians and citizens of the United 
tates, to gim® expression+to theisf.sor- 
ow, tp feel the heavenly fire of patriot- 
sm, and to pray to the Almighty God 
or the speedy recovery of their Pres- 
ident. 

At the front of the cnurch, to the 
right and left of the rostrum, were dis- 
layed in graceful folds, the stars and 
stripes. Members of Needham post, 
39, G. A. R., and of Gen. Lawton post, 
C. W. V., attended the services in a 
body. Petty differences had been for- 
goten in the hour of sadness, and all 
iet in a common sorrow. On the ros- 
rum were the pastors of the churches 
which had joine] inleading theservices. 
tev. F. H. Page, Trinity; Rev. W. E. 
Wolcott, Lawrence Street church; Rev. 
W. E. Gibbs, D. D., Universalist; and 
Rev. F. H. Rogers, Haverhill Sireet M. 
E. church. 

The edifice was well filled and all 
manifested a deep interest in the ser- 
vices. The services were begun shortly 
after 7 o’clock’and lasted about an hour 
and ahalf. They were begun with tie 
sual Sunday evening song service, the 
quartet rendering fine selections, and 
this was followed by prayer by the pas- 
tor. Rev. Mr. Page then introducea 
the visiting clergymen and after they 
had spoken of the attempted assassina- 
tion and had prayed for the speedy re- 
covery of Presicent McKinley, the ser- 
vices were brought to a ciose with the 
singing of *“‘America”’, and-— the pro- 
nouncing of benedicticn by the Rev. W. 
E. Wolcott. Each of the clergymen 
limited himself to 10 or 15 minutes, so 
the services were comparatively brief. 
The simplicity of the Services was 
iarked. They were merely an exp es- 


sion of sorrow and the prayer of a 
rieved people—simple and sincere. 
At the close of the speaking by the 


clergymen, Rev. Mr. Page announced 
that he had drawn up a telegram to be 
forwarde : to the stricken president, He 
emarkel that as the gathering was an 
unconventional one he was about to do 
an unconventional thing, He tnen 
read the despatch and called for an ex- 
pression of approval. The tre:pors= 
raS immediate and°> unanimous. No 
ne in the church remaine] seated, bat 
all were on their feet in an instanc. The 
telegram which hus b> tcis time bien 


celivere’ at the Milburn House, Buf- 
falo, N. Y., reads: 
“Citizens of Lawrence, geatherel] this 


Sabbath evening, without regard to 
party or race or creed, to pray for tne 
ecovery of President 'McKiniey and fo- 
he welfare of our country, extend to 
him our affectionate greetings with the 
arnest hope that he may speedily be 
restored to health and to his place 
gain in our Nation.” 

Before the gathering left the cnurch, 
Rev. Mr. Page read a bulletin on the 
Presi ent’s condition. 


Rev. Mr. Page first briefly addressed 
he gathering, expressing sorrow over 
the unfortunate shooting incident ana 
remarking that a varied gathering had 
come together to give expression to 
feeling and, with the flag of the nation 
before them, to pray. 

Rev. Mr. Woleott who was first tn- 
roduced, spoke of the wonderful teie- 
graph that has made it possible for a 
wave of sentiment to sweep over the 
land with such rapidity that it has 
many hours since been feli by all citi- 
zens of the nation, He referre!i to 
he plotting anarchists who find a hone 
in Paterson, N. J., but added that tne 
unfortunate incivent of last Friday will 
result in the teaching of such lessons 
of patriotism and the holding of such 
patriotic meetings as cannot be any- 
thing but elevating. “T believe,” he 
said, “that the hearts of the people of 
his land are filed at this moment with 
one common sentiment. Such an event 
s this puts an end to all questions and 
discriminations and all differences are 
laid aside. An event of this kind 
serves to quicken patriotism. Our 
President_is stricken down and in the 
awful moment we feel burning within 
s the blessed fire of devotion to the 
welfare of Our country. 

“For the past few years, President 
McKinley’s position has been such that 
it has been necessary for us to pass 
not only upon his opinions and judg- 
ments, but upon him; but tonight, 
there is but one thing uppermost in 
our minds and that is the man who lies 
in the darkened chamber.at Buffalo, N, 
Y., who has been stricken down to 
serve selfish desire. 

“Those who are most closely con- 
nected with President McKinley are 
the ones who are most closely attached 
to him, not for his position but for his 
personal qualities. They say he is 
ever trying to do good. So as we stani 
breathless before the bulletin board, 
ur hearts go out not only to the Pres- 
ident, but to the man. No selfish or 
ishonest man could gain so high an 
honor as to be elected president of the 
Jnited States, 

“Let us pray that God may bring 
good out of evil—that this incident may 


erve to quicken the patriotism and 
loyalty, the hearts of the people.” 
Rev. Dr. Gibbs said—‘‘We are not 


here, I suppose, to eulogize on the Pres- 
dent of the United States, but rather 
to pray for his speedy recovery. When 
such a thing as this happens to a 
president, it is fitting that we give such 
expression of our feelings as will help 
the stricken one to bear up. It seems 
terrible that one should be thus strick- 
en down, who has risen to the highest 
place of honor in his native land. Ags 
we stop now to think of this great man, 
we say that he was eminently fitted to 
occupy the position to which he has 
been elected, because of his earnestness 
of purpose and the success with which 
he has served, - 

“Is it possible that there can be peo- 
ple in this land who can be so narrow 
and selfish that they can think of noth- 
ng but their own selfish motives? 

The government of the United States 


of America has no reason to feel | 
ashamed of itself. It has always had 
men of ability at its head. It is still 


able to give to all of its citizens, all of 
he advantges that anyone can have. 
There is every reason that all should 
rejoice at the possibilities, the privi- 
leges, and the way in-which they are 
protected. 

“The would-be assassin of our Presi- 
dent Satd that he wanted to do some- 
thing for the freedom of the people, but 
if he had stopped to think, he would 
have seen that there was absolutely no 
eason for that.

“We can best express our sympathy 
by renewing our vows of allegiance to 
the United States. All of the citizens 
everywhere within the borders are 
afforded every opportunity necessary, 
and we must make the best of all that 
comes to us. So let us now unite in 
prayers to the Almighty God that this 
violence which has shown itself twice 
before in the history of our nation, that 
this terrible spirit may be quelled ana 
that the people of the Unitel States 
may see the fulfilment of the work 
which God has mapped out for us.” 


Rev. Mr. Rogers said that the o°cca- 
sion brought two things to his mina— 
“Last Friday our President was shor 
by one who prefers disorder and law- 
lessness, Or no law at all; this week 
our schools will reopen and the teach- 
ers of the United States will look into 
the faces of upwards of 16,000,000 boys 
and girls. The stars and stripes will 
float over the schoolhouses and anar~ 
chy must not be.where the stars and 
Stripes are. Then it will be that great 
lessons of patriotism will be taught ana 
the spirit will be fired in the young 
hearts. 

“This brings to our minds the impor- 
tance of good teachers. No partv 
politics should influence in the selec- 
tion or rejection, but ability and merit 
alone should govern. 

“It is a good thing to be tolerant, bur 
in this country we carry toleration too 
far. In some of the leading cities of 
the country, anarchists have uttered 
some of the most horrible threats, bur 
they are still allowed to go. There has 
been no interference and tonight our 
President Hes at the point of death, 
stricken down by one of these crea- 
tures. It seems to me that if this 
country is to exist and if liberty is to 
continue to do business at the same old 
stand, we must find out some way to 
crush out anarchy. Patriots will be on 
guard because eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty. 


‘Rev. Mr. Page, in closing the speak- 
ing said—‘‘The act of the man who has 
struck down the President is a most 
unreasonable one. He might just as 
well have driven a bullet through the 
book of the Constitution, for the Pres- 
ident will be succeeded just as are 
the kings. He could work no results 
and he could not escape. He has 
created a great horror. This man had 
hated and hatred has no part in any 
man’s life. What shall we do with 
such men? There is but one of two 
things. Any man with hatred should 
be crushed out, we say; but would it 
not be the larger and better thing to 
make. them love this country, to have 
all citizins strive to make a country 
which even they will deem worthy of 
their love and loyalty. We must try 
to make this country more than ever to 
be loved. Let us make this flag what 


it ought to be, what you, comrades, 
think it ought to be, working with 
malice towards none and with love 


towards all.”

A Sensation. 


Elijah Chadwick, a wool sorter , 45 
years old, an inmate of the insane ward 
at the county farm in Grasmere iN 
and who has been confined there bul a 
few days. unjustly, he claims, told a 
remarkable story a few days ago. and 
one which will be of interest to Law- 
rence people ,from the fact that Chad- 
wick once lived here. He said that 
one of the husbands of the grand- 
mother of his wife mysteriously disap- 
peared and that when a certain Well In 
the town of Auburn is dug up the bones 
of the man will be discovered, Chada- 
wick has been living apart from his 
wife several months ,and has been at 
odds with some of her relatives. 

When he thinks of what he calls his 
wrongs he becomes very excited. The 
grandmother in the case was born Su- 
San 'Reed of Roxbury, and she died a 
year ago at the age of 81. Chadwick 
Says she at one time made her home 
with him, and that it was at that time 
that he discovered the skeleton in the 
family closet. He Says he frequently 
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taunted the old lady about the story, 
and that she never denied the truth o? 
it. Chadwick told the story as follows: 

“Bill Sanders disappeared some 28 
years ago, nobody knows how. 

“IT twitted Mrs. Smith,” Chadwick 
said, ‘while she was living with me, 
and she left and went over to Hoyt’s 
house to live. Afterward I went ana 
got her back.” 

“Did she ever make any admissions", 
he was asked. 

“She never denied it when I charged 
her with it,” he replied. “Last winter 
while I was in Lawrence I went to the 
chief of police there, Dixey Sulivan, 
and made a full statement cf the case 
to him. It has been on my mind for 
years. He was going to trace the Reed 
family out from the beginning at Rox- 
bury, but early in the investigation he 
found that the eld woman hai died. 
I think the whole matter is worthy of 
investigation, even at this late day, ani 
Iam sure that investigation of the old 
well will reveal something. 

“The old woman early in life married 
aman named Demerritt ,a stone mason 
who died very sudden'y here in Man- 
chester in the early days of the city, 
Then she married James Calef of Au- 
burn. After the death of Calef she 
married William Sande.s. Sanders was 
sailor. He dropped out of sght as 
Suddenly as though the ground haa 
opened and swallowed him up. Stepien 
Smith was the fourth husband. He 
lived nearly 10 years after his mar- 
riage.” 

The story told by .Chadwi-k has 
aroused interest, not only in the town 
of Auburn, but in Manchester, where 
the persons referred to were quite well 
known. An investigation is beng 
made, Chief of Police Hall of Auburn 
conducting it. < 

Some of the residents of the town 
seem to take considerable stock in tne 
story and say that they would not be 
surprised if the remains of a human 
skeleton were found. 

The woman whom Chadwick charges 
with making away with her husband 
bore a good reputation. No one has 
ever been found who had any knowl- 
edge that she and Mr. Sanders ever hai 
a quarrel. 

The well in which Chadwick charges 
that the woman cast the body of her 
husband is one of three on the Davis 
place. Many people in the vicinity say 
that they remember that the water 0 
this well was tainted for a long time 
and that it has been out of use for 
years. The authorit.es will examine the 
well. i
